ANTI-FOREIGN RIOTS IN CHINA. 


COMMANDER MARTHOU’S LETTER ON THE TROU- 
BLE AT WUSICH. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 23.—Lieutenant- 
Commander Marthou of the United States 
steamer Palos, writing to his wife in this 
city from King Kiang, China, under date of 
June 8, saysthe Palos reached there June 6. 
Learning that a riot had taken place at 
Wusich the night before, he proceeded up 
the river to that place, where he received in- 
formation from the Chinese Customs Clerk 
of the killing of two men by the rioters. Mar- 
thou visited Sione, accompanied by guides 
from Chinese gun- boats,and found the body of 
the missionary, Argent, laying where he fell 
in the gateway at the door of the church 
which was pillaged by the rioters. The body 
of Custom-house Officer Greene was found 
lying in the street several squares distant. 
The body had been coveredjby mats. Marthou 
requested permission to take the bodies 
aboard the Palos, but was told that the in- 
quest had not been held. He attended the 
inquest next morning, and described the pe- 
culilar methods of Chinese officials in such 
matters, the inquest being devoted chiefly 
to the beating of drums, explosion of 
fire-crackers and other ceremonies. The 
cause of the riot, he states, was the fact that 
the missionary had picked up four little 
orphans in the country and was conveying 
them to. Honkowi in the usual fashion in 
baskets borne on the shoulders of coolies. A 
street lounger asked one of the coolies what 
was in the basket, the bearer refusing to 
answer, the fellow raised the lid, disclosing 
the children. The crowd which had gath- 
ered raised a cry that the missionaries 
Were taking the children away to dig 
their eyes out and forthwith attacked 
the church, killing Argent and plundering the 
place. Officer Greene was met by the mob 
and killed while on his way toassist the 
wives of the missionaries. Onthe return of 
the Palos to King Kiang word was received 
ofan attempted riotinthe city. Men were 
landed from the Palos, from the French fri- 
gate Inconstant and German ship Otus to pro- 
tect the settlements. Butat the request of 
the Chinese General who informed the re- 
spective consuls that he would protect the 
place, the sailors were withdrawn. No out: 
break followed, but the American residents 
withdrew from the city at Lieut.-Com- 
mander Marthou’s suggestion. In closing his 
letter he says the Chinese don’t want religion 
and that he has yet to see the first Christian 
Chinese. The natives appear to be troubled 
wherever the missionaries happen to be sta- 
tioned, no matter whether a church, school 
or hospital is located, and there is also a sort 
of general outbreak against foreigners. Con- 
cerning the reports of the likelihood of a riot 
at Hankow, Commander Marthou says the 
gunboats are there, and assisted by these the 
large foreign population should defend the 
place without difficulty. 


STARTED THE GOLD FEVER. 


BIG NUGGETS FOUND IN THE PLACER MINES OF 
PRINZAPOLKA. 

GRANADA, Nicaragua, July 23.—The famous 
placer mines of Prinzapolka have again 
Started the gold fever throughout Central 
America. Gold nuggets, weighing from six 
to thirty-eight pounds, twenty-two carats 
fine, were lately found there. AWN 
soldier stationed at the mines discovered a 
nugget weighing eighteen pounds, which he 
solid for 2,500 pesos. Senor Cabezas, who 
has just come from the mines, has with him 
rich specimens gf native gold. He says there 
are numerous pockets distributed in 
all directions, obviously caused by 
a volcanic upheaval of the low- 
er strata, throwing the goid min- 
eral to the surface. The excessive heat 
melted the gold, causing it to flow over the 
ground like a stream ofilava. He states that 
this district, which is near Bluefield, is des- 
tined to become as celebrated as the bonanza 
mines of Californta. He is about to send 112 
libres of gold to the United States mint to be 
converted into Uncie Sam’s eagies. Other 
miners propose doing the same thing. It ap- 
pears thatthe land environing Prinzapolka 
for nearty thirty leagues in circumference is 
a rich primeval pasture where numerous 
wild cattle graze. .« This breed of cattle 
originated from choice stock brought to 
Jamaica from Engiand and taken to the Mos- 
quito coast by the men who, escaping West 
Indian slavery, sought and found a safe 
refuge here. 


THE COLDSTREAM GUARDS’ MUTINY. 


SEVERE WORK BY THE SOLDIFRS DURING THE 
KAISER’S VISIT. 

Loxpos, July 23.—The Jimes confirms the 
reports of the mutiny of the Coldstream 
Guards, and states that it was due 
to the work of the young § sol- 
diers composing the battalion being excep- 
tionally severe during the Kaiser’s visit. 
This caused general ill-feeling when the bat- 
talion was ordered to parade on Monday. 
The disposition to refuse to obey orders was 
quelled by the officers, however, and the bat- 
talion paraded as usual. 


CAUSED ENORMOUS DAMAGE. 


SERIOUS FLOODS IN SILESIA AND MORAVIA— 
BRIDGES SWEPT AWar. 

Vrewna, July 23.—The serious floods which 
have prevailed tor some time past in Moravia 
and Silesia have caused enormous damage to 
farms and crops. Bridges and roads have 
been sweptaway. The embankments of a 
section of railroad in Silesia became sodden 
with water and suddenly collapsed asa train 
crowded with workmen was passing over it. 
The train turned completely over, seriously 
injuring all the workmen. 


LIGHTNING’S WORK.

Riotous Men and Women in Paris’ 


Place of Execution. 


THE POLICE MAKE A RAID ON THE 


CROWDS AND THE DIVES. 


Et 


The Tough Element Awaiting a Double 
Execution--An Alleged Ravisher Mur 
dered by His Victim’s Father—The 
Cronin Tragedy — Seaman Brown’s 
Murderers—Murder and Abduction. 


PaRIs, July 23.—Horrible scenes have been 
witnessed during the past week on and about 
the Place de La Roquette, the place where 
criminals are executed by the guillotine. 
Crowds of the lowest of the low have assem- 
bled there every evening and have passed the 
night in the vicinity eagerly waiting to wit- 
ness the execution of the murderess Berland 
and her accomplice, Dore. On Saturday 
morning, as already cabled, a large crowd 
had gathered about the Place de la 
Roquette in expectance of see- 
ing these people executed, but the 
execution was postponed on account of the 
marriage of Executioner Deiblers to the 
daughter of a provincial executioner. Since 
that time, Sunday morning excepted, the 
toughs and their consorts, as well as a: cer- 
tain number of people of a better class, have 
gathered each morning about the prison and 
the execution place, singing, shouting, 
fighting and using obscene and profane lan- 
guage. This morning the crowds were more 
riotous and otherwise offensive than usual. 
The consequence was that the police 
were commissioned to charge the crowds, 
making many arrests and somewhat clearing 
the air of the neighborhood. The gargottes, 
cafes and other public resorts of the neigh- 
borhood have throughout the week been 
doing a booming business asa result of this 
bloodthirsty expectancy and when the police 
had charged and cleared the streets the 
officers had another and quite as lively a task 
is cleaning out the most disorderly of these 
drinking piaces. Here again many arrests 
were made. Drunken men and drink-sodden 
women, yelling and fighting, were escorted 
to the police stations, soiling the very air 
through which they passed in the horribie 
language with which they profaned it. 


MURDERED BY HIS MISTRESS.

He had been Postmaster 
under Cleveland. Minnie Riddle will be 
placed in jail at Mound City.

AMERICAN MINERS ASSAULT AGANG OF 
IMPORTED HUNGARIANS. 


Attempt to Force a Reduction in Wages 
and Use Cheap Labor—The Ooal Creek 
Miners’ Troubles—No Change in the 
Situation—Gov, Buchanan Declines to 
Be Interviewed. 


PLYMOUTH, Pa., July 23.—A strike and 
serious riot occurred last evening at 8 o’ clock 
at the Nottingham Colliery of the Lehigh & 
Wilkesbarre Coal Co., wherein several per- 
sons were hurt. It is feared that it is but the 
precursor of troublous times in the 
coal regions. On Monday last the coal com- 
pany brought here a car load of foreign 
laborers, and Thursday two more car loads 
came in after nightfall. The new men were 
all recent importations of the worst type of 
the Slavic race. Last night asa gang of fifty 
men, who enter the mine every night to 
clear the gangways and breasts 
of rock, were about to descend 
in the shaft to begin their work they were 
informed that the rate of wages would hence- 
forth be reduced from $1.68 to $1.25 per day.

As soon as it was definitely known that the 
rock men would not go into the mine, 
Foreman Connor dispatched a messenger to 
the barracks, where the company had in- 
stalled their recent importations, and in a 
few minutes a body of the newly arrived 
**Huns’’ were entering the colilery yards, 
every man in a new working outfit which had 
been provided by the company. Their 
appearance was the signal for 
an outburst of hooting and groans 
from the men who were waiting to 
see the outcome of the affair. As the new 
men, under the leadership of Supt. Lecke and 
Foreman Connor, walked in the direction of 
the shaft a volley of stones and pleces 
of coal fell upon them. The: throw- 
ing of missiles continued until sev- 
eral of the ‘‘Huns’’ dropped. At this time 
a leader among the sympathizers suggested 
that the men be driven to their barracks and 
a bold rush was made, sticks being freely 
used on the unfortunate ‘‘Huns,’’ who were 
routed. The *‘Huns’’ have barricaded them- 
selves intheir barracks, and as they are en- 
tirely friendliess, it is probable that the 
company will take them in the mines 
to-day under strong guard. Several of 
sustained serious cuts and con- 
tusions. last night the streets were filled 
with miners wondering what the outcome of 
the affair would be. The sympathy of the 
best people in the region is with the miners. 
It isthe general impression that the com- 
pany'’s wish is to fomenta general strike and 
fill the mines with cheap labor.

The miners have not ceased their warlike 
preparations. A number of the mountain- 
eers Visited Knoxville yesterday and bought 
Winchester repeating rifies. The crowd at 
Coal Creek Station was less warlike 
yesterday than earlier in the struggle. The 
strikers made no attempt to act as censors of 
press dispatches as they did Monday and 
Tuesday. 

It is expected that the special session will 
convene in August and the miners 
will, it is believed, calmjy await the result. 
Gov. Buchanan is roundly criticised for call 
ing out the militia. The claim is made that he 
clearly violated the constitution of the State 
in taking such action so hurriedly.

THE QUESTION OF FEDERAL TROOPS. 

WASHINGTON, LD, ©C., July 2%.—Since the 
question has risen of sending United States 
troops to Tennessee, should a request be 
made for them by the Governor of the 
State, army officers have been examining the 
legal side of the question and doubt is ex- 
pressed if troops will be sent if asked for. 
The constitution provides that the President 
may render necessary assistance with troops 
upon the application of the Legislature 
or the executive of the State, 
when the Legislature cannot be convened. 
This is understood not to be the case in Ten- 
nessee at present. The eevised statutes 
makes it the duty of the President to take 
such measures by the employment of the 
militia,or the land and naval forces,or either, 
or by other means as he may deem necessary 
for the suppression of domestic violence 
obstructing the laws of the United States or 
of the State when tending to deprive the 
people of the State of privileges guaranteed 
by the Constitution of the United States. 
It is also held that the President has large 
discriminating power ff acting upon applica- 
tions for troops and must first satisfy himself 
upon the legality of the demand as well as 
upon the points of necessity and equity. This 
makes it by no means certain that if the ap- 
plication is made it will be granted.

AFTER A TEAR WORKMEN PUT OUT THE LAST 
FLICKERING FLAME. 

PitrsescrG, Pa. July 23.—A special from 
Dunbar, Pa., says: The workmen who have 
been laboring almost incessantly fora year 
since the dreadful Hill Farm Mine disaster, 
have at last put out the last flickering fame 
and have pushed themselves tothe edge of 
the great dam of water that stands in the 
lower ledge of the mine. The struggie has 
been a long and laborious one for the com- 
pany and those who bave had charge of the 
work of reclaiming the mine and possibly 
the dead bodies of the unfortunate -miners 
who gave up their lives on that dark 
day of June 16, 18. Whether anything is 
concealed by the water that as yet fills the 
depth ofthe mine can only be determined 
when f {6 all pumped out. If the men 
perished in this partof the mine it is con- 
sidered possible that at least some of their 
bones may be found, but nothing more un- 
less it may be dinner pails of the unfor- 
tunate victims or possibly their lamps 
or tools. If they met their 
death in another part df the mine 
where the flerce fires have been raging for 
months, little hop@ is to be entertained of 
securing at this late day any relic of them. 
It will doubtless consume a great deal of 
time to pump the water from the miine, as it 
reaches back from the heading a distance of 
100 feet and by the dipof the mine becomes 
very deep at the lower end. The work, how- 
ever, will be done as s00n as possible and the 
mysteries that have iain hidden for the paat 
year as to the place and condition of the 
thirty-one ill-fated miners will, in the quick- 
est time possible, be given to the relatives 
and the world at large.

An Allusion to Mrs. Logan’s Lack of Cul- 
ture Made That Lady Her Deadly Foe— 
Mrs. Palmer’s Ingratitude—A Call on 

® Congressman Cobb—Her Plans for the 
Future. 


Phoebe Couzins isin town sharpening her 
weapons to re-enter the World’s Fair fray. 
She got here lastnight and spent the greater 
part of to-day driving about town with Mrs. 
Annie L. Y. Swart ina stylish cab, calling on 
friends and attending to business matters. 
Apparently she has heartily enjoyed her en- 
counter with her masculine and feminine op- 
ponents up in Chicago, and talks of the 
quarrelin its social and legal aspects with 
the enthusiasm ofa i6-year old girl. She 
was attired most becomingly this morning, 
when after acall on Congressman Seth W. 
Cobb she received a Post- DISPATCH reporter. 
Her gown was of thin, dark flannel, with a 
belted white waist, adorned by two small 
red roses, and perchedon her short, iron 
gray curls was astunning little black and 
white cap. She may be 4 #£=years 
old, as Mrs. Potter Palmer says she is, but no 
one will now believe it unless she tells them 
herself. 

HOPEFUL OF VICTORY. 

‘*‘lam holding my own,’’ Miss Couzins said, 
cheerfully, fixing her eyes on a canary 
hopping about in a cage near 0by, 
‘‘and I have reason to believe that I will win 
intheend. Wehave appealed from the de- 
cision of Judge Blodgett, who, you know, did 
not touch the merits of the case in passing 
upon it, and we think we will this time 
geta decision morein accordance with the 
justice I have a right toexpect.

SOME NEW HISTORY. 

‘*‘What is meant by the hints of Mrs. 
Palmer’s personal dislike for you?’’ 

‘*I do not know, unless you can see some- 
thing in this to explain it. When the 
Woman’s Board was about to elect the Chair- 
mani had a talk with Mr. Palmer, and he 
asked me whom I would prefer for Chairman.

**Think of that,’’ she went on, ‘‘it is in- 
sult for the second time. I sent back word to 
Mrs. Palmer that I would nail my 
suffrage colors to the masthead, and 
go down, if I wil I must, with 
them fiying., Then she dispatched her am- 
bassadors again to me, and accepted my 
proposition. 

DICKINSON HER WORST ENEMY. 

‘‘A very strange thing to me through 
this whole affair has been Mrs. 
Palmer's desire to remain on 
personal good terms with me. Really I 
think that the one who has been my bitterest 
enemy throughout the fight is John T. Dick- 
inson, the Secretary of the World’s 
Fair Commission. Mrs. Gray of 
Princeton, who has my place now, was his 
candidate at first, and since I beat him by an 
overwhelming vote he has been trying to 
work my downfall. Heis a man who came 
to Chicago from Austin, Tex., under peculiar 
circumstances, and since he got his place he 
has been lording it. He has a larger office 
force, paid. bigger salaries, than most 
national officials.’’ 

‘*‘What is your programme during your 
stay here?’*’ 

‘*First of all, I want it distinctly stated that 
Iam only here on a visit, and am not relax- 
ing my watch of affairs in Chicago,’’ said 
Miss Couzins, straightening herself up in her 
high-backed chair and gazing at an etching 
on the wail with a look that went hun- 
dreds of miles eastward. ‘*‘The papers there 
have said jocularly,’’ she resumed aftera 
paus, ‘‘that so long as I was there my 
enemies must look out, but as soon as I went 
away they might take it for granted that I 
had given up the fight. I’m 
in it still, heart and soul. Now 
as tomy plans lam uncertain a lhittle,’’ and 
for the first time during the conversation,the 
strong woman began to falter and show 
signs of longing for encouragement.

Louis and Missouri ought to en- 
courage me with sympathy and financially 
as well. Iam carrying on their battle as well 
as my own, representing the State 
in the Woman’s Board. I had 
an idea of having a meeting 
here, but so many of my friends are out of 
town and it is so hot that I don’t know how it 
would succeed. Still I may dothat after all. 
if I get the support that Iought to receive I 
will get the Woman’s Board called together, 
and have the case reviewed by them. I have

assurance that all the money we need for the 


meeting can be got. The board ought todo 
this, because itis not only I that have been 
disfranchised by the claim of Mrs. Palmer to 
autocratic control of the board, but 
the ninety other women init. IfI do not re- 
ceive justice I will go back to the beginning 
and tell some things that will astonish some 
people about the board. 
CONTROLLED BY THE FASHIONABLES. 

‘*The most striking reflection in this whole 
affair,’’ said Miss Cougins, as she rose 
and picked and parasol 
and stopped last remark, 
‘‘is that this Woman’s Board, which was 
organized by Congress to advance the inter- 
ests of the industrial woman, has now 
degenerated into a committee controlled 
by fashionable women for their own frivolous 
ends. I am sorry, and so will be most 
thoughtful women in the country.’’ 

Miss Couzins will go 
Charles to-night, and will be the 
guest there of Mr. Austin Owen. She will 
return to the city to-morrow and will proba- 
bly be at the house of Mrs. L. W. James dur- 
ing the rest of her stay here.

TO CORNER WHEAT. 


Alliance Plans to Push the Speculators 
to the Wall. 


THE SCENE {OF OPERATIONS SHIFTED 
FROM CHICAGO TO 8ST. PAUL. 


Circulars Sent to Farmers Throughout 
the Country Urging Them to Join 
Hands With the Combine—If the Grain 
Is Held Back Prices Will Go Skyward 
—Views of Local Dealers. 


St. PavuL, Minn., July 23.—St. Paul has been 
made the headquarters of a national move- 
ment by the United Farmers’ Alliances of the 
country tocorner the entire wheat crop of 
the United States. At No. 3817 Wabash 
street for several days a large force 
of employes has been engaged 
in sending out circulars with the view of 
having not only the Alliance men of the 
United States, but all classes of farmers 
keep back their wheat crop until the bears 
have all been killed off and prices 
have been advanced to a high 
point. In other words the Alliance 
Press Bureau, the Reform Press Bureau and 
State Press Bureau are working together, 
endeavoring to unite farmers of the United 
States in a gigantic wheat trust, in which the 
producers shall be the stockholders, and by 
which the speculators and wheat buyers will 
be squeezed to the wall. 

At the head of the movement which has 
its headquarters in St. Paul is Geo. M. 
Muller, editor of The State and a prominent 
Alliance man, Acircular reciting the bene- 
fits of combination and urging the 
formation of the **trust’’ has 
been made public. The circular 
estimates the wheat crop of 1891 in the United 
States at 500,000,000 bushels. The promoters 
of the farmers’ wheat trust believe that four- 
fifths of this wheat can be held back by the 
farmers from four to eight weeks, by which 
time it is thought that prices will have gone 
skyward. . 

Lists bearing the names of the secretaries 
ofevery alliance in the United States are 
now in the hands of Mr. Muller and circulars 
have been sent to the alliances of the Eastern 
wheat-growing States, Illinois, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Iowa, California, Oregon, and to a 
part of the remaining wheat-growing States. 


DISCUSSED IN 8ST. LOUIS. 
The report of the establishment of Alliance 
headquarters at St. Paul was received on the 
floor of the Merchants’ Exchange of this city 
with very considerable doubts. While 
few would express an unqualified 
opinion the majority stat that 
it was by no means impossible that the story 
wasa canard. A similar tale came from 
Chicago a week or two ago, in which it was 
stated that the headquarters of 
great bull movement of the farm. 
ers was to be in that city, but the 
story was soon found to be without basis.

An Alleged Letter From the Austra- 
lian Creates a Stir. 


SULLIVAN'S BACKERS WILL POST MONEY 
TO BIND A MATCH. 


No Prospect for Hall and Fitzsimmons 
Fighting for the Present—Jimmy Car- 
roll and Billy Myer to Meet at New 
Orleans—‘‘Capt.”” Jim Hardy Retires 
From the Turf—Sporting News. 


New YORK, July 23.—The publication of a 
letter by Fighter Slavin has stirred up the 
liveliest kind of a breeze among the friends 
of J. L. Sullivan. The letter is breezy and in- 
teresting all the way through, but there were 
parts of it that smote upon Arthur T. Lum- 
ley of the IWlustrated News and James Wakely 
and Charles Johnston, the backers and 
nearest friends of the champion ofthe world. 
Mr. Lumley was not at all pleased with a part 
of the letter in which Slavin insinuated that 
Lumley was not a responsible stake- 
holder. Nevertheless, he was not violent in 
his displeasure. He could: afford to laugh 
at the insinuation. What worried Messrs. 
Wakely and Johnston was this paragraph: 
‘*} was rather surprised and exceedingly 
amused to hear that Messrs. Wakely and 
Johnston had posted $1,000 with Mr. Lumley 
to bind a match between myself and Sullivan. 
They had taken the precaution to let me go 
well on my journey home before they ran 
this terrible risk. The moreso as I journeyed 
to St. Louis with the object of doing that 
which they are now pretending to do.’’ 

Mr. Lumley went up into the Herald office 
yesterday and said: ‘‘I am agreeably sur- 
prised at the letter alleged to have been 
written by Slavin. It is easy to read between 
the lines and see the hand of Mitchell in it. I 
like Slavin first rate, andI am the friend of 
John L. Sullivan, whois not only champion 
of the world, but in my estimation, likely to 
be champion of the world fora long time to 
come. Theletter was doubtless written or 
dictated by Slavin, but it seems to me 
very clear that Mitchell’s influence ts visi- 
ble all the way through it. Not only that, but 
Mitchell, I think, has had and ts havinga 
wrong influence on Slavin. Whenthe Aus- 
tralian came here, he would not allow him- 
self to be introduced as champion of the 
world. When Billy Madden so introduced 
him, he made a speech denying that he 
claimed tobe championof the world, and 
saying that all he wanted was the bread 
and beef he could get by fighting. Slavin 
acted all the time he was here like a gentle- 
manly, straightforward fellow. As soon as 
he returned to England, however, he was 
introduced as champion of the world, greeted 
and cheered as the champion of the world, 
and so far asican learn he made not the 
slightest objection to either the introduction 
or the greeting. That sortof thing is not 
like Slavin. 

‘*as to Slavin’s letter I want to say that 
Messrs. Wakely and Johnston posted $1,000 
forfeit with me fully twelve hours before 
Slavin and Mitchell left thiscountry. Slavin 
had publicly said: ‘If there is any possible 
chance to make a match with SullivanlI will 
remain in America.’ 

‘*He certainly was notified in good time 
that there was achance to makea match. I 
even sent a man to the steamer so that there 
could be no mistake aboutit. My man saw 
Slavin and asked him if he would leave a rep- 
resentative here to make a match. Slavin 
said: ‘No, I’ll not do anything now. I’m go- 
ing to England, and I’ll see about when I 
get there.’ It strikes me that Slavin has seen 
about it since he got to England. He knows 
very well that he can makea match to fight 
Sullivan as soon as he covers our money. If 
he is in earnest, why all his talk now? Why 
don’t he post some money in England? Ifhe 
puts up any money there I’ll guarantee that 
Charley Johnston will cover it as soon as it is 
posted ; Slavin knows that. 

** As for the excuse that I am not a respon- 
sible man to hold the stakes for acontest be- 
tween Sullivan and Slavin, that is very lame.

Johnston will leave $1,000 in my hands, 
sO that Slavin’s backers can cover 
whichever deposit they choose. By the way, 
I wonder why Slavin is so anxious not to 
fight Peter Jackson. It ishard to believe that 
he is afraid of Jackson, and yet several Aus- 
tralians have brought word to this country 
that just about the time Slavin sailed from 
Melbourne for England he was due to spar 
eight rounds with Jackson at Larry Foley’s 
place. Jackson was there and ready to go in, 
but Slavin had disappeared, and the next 
heard of him wasinEngland. Of course I 
don’t believe that Jackson drove Slavin out 
of Australia, but why don’t Slavin fight 
Jackson now? Peteris willing.’’ 


The letter from Slavin referred to is one 
claimed to have been received from him at 
the Police Gazette office. That paper, how- 
ever, published an alleged challenge from 
the Australian before he came to this coun- 
try, in which he volunteered to knock out 
Sullivan and various other fighters in six- 
round set-tos, and when Slavin arrived 
here he denied most positively havy- 
ing ever had any knowledge of such a 
challenge until he read it in that 
paper.. He denounced the action of Richard 
K. Fox, in ‘‘faking’’ so rediculous a docu- 
ment and crediting it tohim. It is more 
than likely that. the present alleged letter 
from Slavin is another ‘‘fake,’’ for he has 
distinctly stated that he does not want the 
Police Gazette belt referred toin it; he refused 
to receive it from Fox, telling him that if it 
wassent to him, he would destroyit. If 
Slavin was to write such a letter, he would 
never have sent it tothe Police Gazette teeling 
as he does toward the paper. The letter 
reads like the work of Fox, who asit in for 
Sullivan, and Slavin probably has no 
knowledge whatever of the existence of such 
a document. The communication reads as 
follows:

HALL-FITZSIMMONS FIASCO. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., July 23.—All efforts to 
bring off the Fitzsimmons-Hall fight across 
the border in Wisconsin have been aban- 
doned and each departing train this morning 
is carrying away its contingent of sleepy- 
eyed, disgusted, red-hot sports. Most of 
them had stayed up all night inthe expecta- 
tion of a sudden summons, a ride on aspecial 
train anda ringin some secluded dell, but 
they were disappointed. Every half houror 
so the word would go around the hotel 
that the representatives of the two 
men had agreed upon @ locality and that a 
train was in waiting at the depot, then a 
small army of sports would tramp down to 
the siding and dodge in and out between the 
moving freights looking for the train that 
wasn’t there and then tramp back again to 
the hotels, breathing maiedictions on the 
author of the canard.
